“TI shall not die, but live, and declare the works of the 
Lord. The Lord hath chastened me sore: but He hath not 
given me over unto death.” 

When in pain, he would try to become absorbed in planning 
for the future. Looking ahead and forgetting what is behind is 
the key to the conquest of pain. 

The secret this one man used is available to anyone. This is 
the way he puts. it: 

“I pray for things that are possible. And with faith in 
God and will. power, everything is possibile.” 

His courageous example should serve as a model to all who 
have the same hard path to travel, to the paraplegic, to the 
crippled, to the maimed, to the blind. There are other such 
examples of people who have overcome tremendous physical 
handicaps and gone on to lead lives of service and value to man- 
kind. Helen Keller is one of the best-known of these people.

It's a Long Yam

A slender, attractive woman with butterflies on her 
legs and her heart in her business arrived in Atlanta this 


morning prepared to “talk.” 


Constance Hastie, stocking stylist for Larkwood Hosiery, 
held out the legs and announced that the stocking industry 
is willing to take full credit for the longest yarn of the year. 


“Would you believe it!” she confided. 
“There are 5,611 yards, or almost four 
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miles, of yarn in every pair of 60-gauge 


nylon. stockings.” 


~ 


Miss Hastie, who is visiting here as the guest 


_ of Regenstein’s for a week, will, in addition to 


introducing their two newest stockings, the vamp- ; 
top and hand-painted stockings, give some of the 
inside story of the stocking industry. 

“Nothing that goes, on within the stocking 
industry,” she said, “should be withheld from 


the women who wear them. 


“If women,” she explained further, “under- 
stood more thoroughly some of the many techni- 
calities involved in turning out the gossamer- 


sheer stockings they demand today, we believe 
they would appreciate them more and, as a 


take better care of them.” 


Runs in your stockings, for 
instance, can usually be traced 
to one of three causes: improper 
fit, carelessness in putting them 
on, and strain around the bend 
of the knee from too little “give” 
in the top reinforcement. 

There is little the industry can 
do about carelessness in hand- 
ling stockings, except to make 
helpful suggestions and hope 
you will follow them. 

There is, however, something 
entirely revolutionary that has 
been done to assure proper fit 
and elasticity in stockings. They 
call it Volu-metric construction. 
Volu-metric is a big word that 
means, simply, that all leg types 
and sizes have been computed 
on a chart, then broken down 
into proportionate classifica- 
tions, so that when a woman 
walks in calls for, say, a size 
nine, long stocking, she has the 
assurance of perfect fit. 


Then the vamp-top is knitted 
in three separate V-shaped sec- 
tions with points extending to 
the top. The “V’s” operate as 
one unit to hold the stock! g 
snug around the leg, or sepa- 
rately when the leg is bent, 
stretching only in that area di- 
rectly connected with the move- 
ment. 

In addition to the technical 
side of the question, Miss Hastie 
feels that women are also en- 
titled to something in the fashion 
field which must be covered 
before each season’s stockings 
are finally presented to the po- 
tential customer. Colors, cos- 
tume silhouette, skirt lengths 
and shoe styles all must come 
under careful consideration be- 
fore a fresh batch of stockings 
are sent to the dye vats. 

This takes us back to the 
butterflies. With skirts going 
in one direction and shoes in 
another, obviously there is more 
room for speculation in between. 
Larkwood, it appears,sis using 
this space to good advantage by 
having a whole group of their 
stockings “clocked” with tiny

Political Georgia received a surprise 
shortly before noon Saturday when Alex 
McLennan, well-known Atlanta attorney, 
Gov. Talmadge’s chief of staff and one of 
those who campaigned most effectively 
for the Governor in the last campaign, 
announced as a candidate against Sen. 


Walter George. 

The McLennan hat-in-the-ring was a 
stunner. First speculation was that Gov. 
Talmadge had put his man in the race 
for the office to which he is known to 
aspire. This soon was dissipated by McLen- 


ran’s resignation as chief of staff and the 


Governor’s announcement that he was sur- 
prised and disappointed by McLennan’s 
candidacy and would take no part in the 
race. Still, the McLennan candidacy poses 
a difficult problem for the Governor. Mc- 
Lennan has been his friend and supporter. 
The suspicion will persist that it was a 
plan by some of the Talmadge forces, even 
though the Governor was not privy to it. 


As the Governor has pointed out, it is 


regrettable that, at Sen. George’s age, he 


should be subjected to the rigors of a cam- 
paign. Moreover, as we argued time and 
again in our efforts to delay it, the pri- 
mary’s inexcusable earliness works a hard- 
ship on those of our national delegation 
‘who must stand for re-election while Con- 
gress is yet in session. 


The Atlanta Constitution regrets Sen. 
George has opposition. Candidate McLen- 
nan is.a nice person, of good character and 
standing, but he is hardly ready to replace 
one of the ablest men in the Senate and 
one who has such enormous prestige and 
seniority. Sen. George is a statesffan 
whose work is of continuing Wenefit to 
the nation. While the democratic process 
assuredly provides every qualified man 
may run for political office, we trust that 
McLennan will reconsider and withdraw.

The truth is there is no enthusiasm for 
him and there is, as yet, little for Gov. 
Herman Talmadge, who does not open un- 
til next Saturday. He has produced a num- 
ber of effective measures but he is, or 
would be, vulnerable against a vigorous 
campaign by a candidate able to inspire 
a following. He is expected to be for a 
sales tax without saying so to appease the 
old-line Talmadge following which is tra- 
ditionally anti-sales tax. 

Unfortunately for government in Geor- 
gia, there is no enthusiasm for the cam- 
paign. Gov. Talmadge has gone along in- 
telligently in behalf of agriculture and 
the industrial development of the State. 
The result is that thousands of Georgians 
sum up the situation in about these words: 
“There isn’t anything to the other crowd. 
We might as well go along with Herman.” 

That is not good for the State, nor does 
it augur well for the future of State poli- 
tics. But, it represents the feeling of thou- 
sands. It may be safely assumed many will 
refrain from voting at all. Thompson, who 
was regarded two years ago as a “weak 
man in the hands of bad rnen,” has an- 
nounced, as if in substantiation of that 
belief, he is running his own race and will 
not accept the advice of those who han- 
dled his former campaign. Only time will 
tell if that will be helpful. 

So, the campaign is on. It is worth not- 
ing the weather had become warm well 
before the first speeches. There was noth- 
ing in them to create any heat.

—a fact largely overlooked. 

So, we say, let’s keep trying. Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s suggestion must be a last resort. That 
time is not yet.

We Dally While Asia Collapses 


WASHINGTON—In many quarters in this Administration it is 
fashionable to blame Congress for the failures of American foreign 
policy. Certainly Congress is far from blameless. But the fate of 
the Griffin plan for meeting the Communist threat in Indo-China, 
neatly illustrates how much bumbling can go with no help from 
Congress at all. 

Months after it became obvious to the meanest intelligence that 
Indo-China—the key to all Southeast Asia—was in immediate dan- 
ger of following China into the Soviet empire, an economic mission 
under the leadership of the able Robert A. Griffin was sent to the 
country to see what could be done. In Indo-Chin_, Griffin and his 
team of experts drew up a plan and cabled its rough outlines to 
Washington. 


Speed The heart of this plan was speed. Already precious 
months and had been lost. If something was not 
done very soon, what resistance remained to the great wave of 
Soviet power sweeping through Asia would be dissipated. Some 
thing must be, and could be, done immediately. The first phase 
of the Griffin plan called for the immediate dispatch to Indo-China 
of oat bearing qualified medical experts and the latest medical 
supplies. 

The second phase, to follow as soon as possible on the first, 
was to be an extensive program of land improvement and reclama- 
tion, involving agricultural experts and all sorts of agricultural 
equipment, from tractors to DDT. The third phase was to be mili- 
tary—planes, electronic equipment, small craft and so on for the 
French troops, and especially for the newly formed army of the 
anti-Communist Emperor, Bao Dai.

“]T lost my last position,” she explained, 
“because I could not stand the way the 
other girls in my office talked. They were 
nasty! They said ugly things, and I was 
taught no lady would Listen to ugly things.

“And before that I left the place I worked 
because I couldn’t stand the way the men swore.

Suddenly her poise was gone and she crum- 
pled into sobs. 

“I don’t know where to turn,” she cried. “I 
am all alone, and I have no place to go, and I 
haven’t eaten all day long... .” 


We talked a long time and made some 
calls. She left, cheered little if at all. She 
hasn’t come back and there is no way to 
know whether the suggestions have done any 
good, but the lesson was there to learn and 
to pass on. She was only a step from des- 
peration, and at the very precipice of escape 
into unreality. 


Unhappily, there is no room for eccentricity in 
a world geared to mass production. The gen- 
iuses, the subnormal ones, the “different” chil- 
dren who grow up to become the maladjusted 
adults, find a rocky road ahead. 

The girl who fears to work in an office with 
“nasty” associates; the woman who cringes when 
‘tthe boss hurls out an oath; the ones too sensi- 
tive to accept security from anyone who “feels 
important,” these high-principled souls will al- 
ways be known as humans who simply do not 
fit. They are square pegs in round holes and 
the world is too busy to mold them... or it- 
self... to the necessary shape. 

Now that we are hurtling along in the science 
of the mind, there must be signs to be read in 
early childhood to shape oblique personalities 
into “normal” patterns, or possibly to teach them 
the way to cushion the shock of being dis- 
senters. 

In the meantime, there are far too many men 
and women at odds with circumstances because 
they have not learned to rationalize and to “roll 
with the punches.” 


This happy con- 
dition brings glad words from observers who see the coming of a greater balance

Georgia, of course, is partici- 


pating heartily in this surging of things mechanical. 
To say that Georgia is forging ahead industrially is one thing, but to say how 


and in what fields Georgia is advancing is something else again. 


First off, we'll say that the State IS making 

at strides in industry. That’s been said be- 
ore, and never denied. Now, strides in what 
industry? 

A study of employment records in. the office 
ef the Georgia Department of Labor gives an 
accurate picture of what has been going on in 
Georgia industry. To narrow the field, we will 
confine the discussion exclusively to manufac- 
turing. 


Through payment of unemployment in- 
surance by employers, the State is able to 
keep tah on the numbers of persons em- 
ployed in “insured” firms. This barometer 
covers practically the entire field of manu- 
facturing, as all firms employing eight or 
more persons for «& number of 
weeks come under the State's unemployment 
insurance law. ' 


World War II has been credited in the spot- 
lighting of the Southland’s industrial .potential, 
and correctly so. During the war, vast factories 
apemne up where formerly there were only the 

of an agrarian people. Those.same people 
proved adaptable to the needs of the compli- 
cated plants of war. Hands calloused by plow- 
handles proved adept in the intricate fashioning 
ef B-29s and other marvels of exact engineering. 


Georgia played. an important rote in providing 
the tools of victory, and the State’s industrial 
was changed, it seems, for all time. Let's 

at what actually did happen. 

In June, 1939, there were 176,877 persons em- 
ployed in manufacturing in Georgia. By June, 
1949, the number of persons employed had risen 
te 246,608, an increase of 69,731. 

This boost, great as it is, does not fully show 
the extent of manufacturing increase, for in 


stance, in June, 1948, there were 270,794 per- 
eons ved in manufacturing in Georgia. And 
pe A total this year is above that mark of June, 
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taper-off began, and in 1945 it was down to 
98,000. Then the postwar pickup came along 
and in June of 1947 textile employment had 
gone to |105,000. The slip-back of last year 
brought the total down to 96,000, but by De- 
cember of last year it was back up to 104,000. 


Before the war, there were 17,000 employed 
in Georgia in the apparel industry. By June, 
1949, such employment had increased to 29,000, 
a tremendous leap. 

The manufacturing classification “Transpor- 
tation Equipment” had an interesting life dur- 
ing the war years, for airplanes and ships came 
under the broad heading. 

By June, 1944, there were 57,000 persons em- 
ployed in aircraft and shipbuilding in this State. 
The total continued high in 1945, at 56,000 in 
June. By the end of that. year, with victory on 
two war fronts, employment had dropped to 
5,000. 
Another manufacturing classification which 
came and went during the war years was Ord- 
nance Manufacture (artillery shells, etc.). In 
1942, there were 3,038 in this industry. By June 
of 1944 the total had soared to 10,000. By Oc- 
tober of the following year the industry was 
“shot. . 

Georgia’s peak manufacturing employment 
during the war was approximately 300,000. 

The digression to cover war industries takes 
us away from the manufacturing we are con- 
cerned with today. We have looked at textiles, 
food and apparel. Lumber is another big item.

Vinson's Big Guns 
Force Arms Increase 


WASHINGTON—Chairman Carl Vinson, of 
the House Armed Services Committee, is to be 
given the lion’s share of the credit for the about 

face done by Administration officials the past week in upping de- 
fense appropriations by $350,000,000, largely for additions to the Air 
Force. 

In a ringing speech on the floor of the House back on April 4, 
the Milledgeville Congressman, dean of the State delegation in 
Washington, delivered a solemn warning against cutting down the 
nation’s defenses while the cold war with Russia is still running 
its course. It was this speech that set in motion the events leading 
up to the increase in defense expenditures. 

Vinson warned at the time that the nation, at a critical moment 
in its history, was “backsliding into impotency in air power” and 
demanded that defense appropriations be increased by $583,000,000 
to give the Air Force and Navy strength in the air that is in keep- 
ing with our needs. Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson, impressed 
by the Georgian’s warning, immediately ordered a review of the 
military estimates. 

The upshot of it all was that Sec. Johnson went before the Ap- 
propriations Committees of the House and Senate this week and 
asked for a $350,000,000 increase in the original figures. The House 
Committee hastily approved. None of the additional funds granted 
has been sought in the budget presented by President Truman at 
the opening of the session in January. 

It shows the big guns the dean of the Georgia delegation is capa- 
ble of setting off when he gets up to deliver a major speech on 
his favorite theme of national defense. By virtue of his long-time 
chairmanship of the old House Naval Affairs Committee and his 
present chairmanship of the consolidated armed services group, he 
is recognized as perhaps the leading authority in Congress on mat- 
ters related to our vital defense establishment. 

Of the $350,000,000 increase given the Department of Defense, 
$200,000,000 will go to the Air Force and $100,000,000 to the Navy 
for air equipment. The remaining $50,000,000 goes to the Navy for 
conversion of surface vessels. 

Under similar circumstances Vinson brought about a $735,000,000 
increase in defense funds last year and $800,000,000 in 1948.

THE PLYMOUTH ADVENTURE: A Chronicle Novel of 
the Voyage of the Mayflower, by Ernest Gebler; Double- 
day; 377 pages, indexed; $3. 


The author takes pains to explain that this is a “docu- 
mentary chronicle” instead of another historical novel. It 
is the Literary Guild selection for distribution in May. 


The Mayflower was an 180- 
ton vessel, 88 feet long and 25 
feet wide, “a dowdy, scrubbed, 
cut-down little barrel of a ship.” 
After two false starts from Eng- 
land with a companion vessel, 
the Speedwell, the Mayflower 
finally set sail from Plymouth 
Tuesday, Sept. 5, 1620. The voy- 
age required two months and 
was one of extreme hardships. 
Provisions ran low, tempers 
were short and Puritan behavior 
was not always the order of the 
day. 

There were’ 102 passengers 
abord the Mayflower, The de- 
lay in sailing landed them at 
New Plymouth in New England 
in winter and only 56 of them 
survived by the time the May- 
flower made her return voyage 
to England in the Spring of 1621. 

The author has fashioned his 
story from the records, letters 
of the passengers on the May- 
flower, notebooks, journals and 
histories.

“He 
urged all his friends to be com- 
pletely candid with me and 
looked upon himself as a patient, 
undergoing surgical - operation. 
He never advised me on how to 
handle my materials, though he 
insisted on reading the final 
draft. He applied his blue pencil 
only to factual errors; and most 
of these he admitted were of no 
importance ... But at no time 
did he ever suggest that the of- 
fending chapters or passages be 
modified in any way.” 

Kemler, a war veteran of 23 
months service who now lives in 
Washington, prefaces his book 
thus: 

“As I see him, Mr. Mencken is 
a skeptic of the first rank—an 
American Rabelais, Swift or 
Shaw—who has somehow abused 
his gifts. As an artist, he might 
have written a ‘Gargantua’ or a 
‘Gulliver’s Travels.’ Instead he 
devoted himself almost wholly 
to the passing scene, and except 
for ‘The American Language,’ 
the ‘Days’ books, and a few

MR. CARLYLE, MY PATIENT: 
A Pschosomatic Biography, by 
James L. Halliday, M. D.; 
Grune and Stratton, New 
York; 227 pages; $3.50. 


Both scholars and general 
readers are likely to receive a 
special stimulation from this 
new biography of Thomas Car- 
lyle, in which a physician-bio- 
grapher analyzes his subject in 
terms of the physical stresses to 
which the irascible Victorian 
genius was subjected for most of 
his life, 

Carlyle once freely admitted 
that writing a book upset him— 
even made him ill. He told stu- 
dents at Edinburgh University: 
“If you are going to write a 
book, you cannot manage it (at 
least I never could) without get- 
ting decidedly made ill by it.” 

Examining Carlyle’s work in 
terms of the voluminous corres- 
pondence and works concerning 
the famous author (who died in 
1881 at the age of 86), Dr. Halli- 
day evolves an intriguing psy- 
chiatric study of Carlyle’s ear! 
dilemmas, his relations wi 
women, his politics, ideology and 
literary theories. 

Dr. Halliday shows a real rela- 
tion between psychoneurosis and 
creativity. The wo end prac- 
tice of medicine an peychiatry 
will benefit by this interpreta- 
tion of Carlyle’s real and ima- 
ginary illnesses, and the unques- 
tionable impact of his state of 
mind upon the direction of his

New Building 
Can Suffocate 
Shade Trees 


Thousands of beautiful shade 
trees may be “murdered” this 
Spring because of carelessness. 
As home construction gets under 
full blast many of these thréat- 
ened trees will be buried alive, 
states H. E. Rioux, field repre- 
sentative of the Davey Tree Ex- 
pert Co. 

Property owners are warned 
to see that huge piles of earth 
or building materials are not 
piled high around trunks.or over 
roots. Trees are suffocated by 
the materials or by the packed 
earth. In either case, the air 
supply to roots is cut off. Like 
almost all living things, roots 
need alr. 

Changing the soil level is one 
of the prime reasons trees de- 
cline and succumb. Trucks 
and even trampling of workers’ 
feet may pack the soil so hard, 
air cannot penetrate to roots. 

Other practices that may 
spell disaster for fine shade 
trees are spilling paint, mortar 
and other chemicals over root 
areas. Cables tied about 
trunks in building operations 
also may girdle trees and cause 
their death.. A carelessly op- 
erated bulldozer that scrapes 
protective bark can seriously in- 
jure trees.

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Wild Flower Garden Is E

Georgia garden enthusiasts 
who have a shaded spot in their 
yards are missing an opportunity 
if they do not follow the splen- 
did example of Mrs. William F. 
Dunbar, of the Planters Garden 
Club, who has laid out a model 
wild flower sanctuary in the 
rear of her home at 100 Peach- 
tree Way. Here in the heart of 
the residential s«-tion are wild 
flowers seldom seen by city 
dwellers. Provided the necessary 
shade and black woods earth, 
they flourish as naturally as in 
the secluded hills that knew 
them before the thirteen original 


colonies were settled. 

Too many decades to mention 
have drifted past sirice we last 
sniffed the distinctive fragrance 
of the rare trailing arbutus, of- 
ficial state flower of Massachu- 
setts, or viewed the unique 
lady’s slipper or moccasin flow- 
er, chosen to be the official rep- 
resentative of Minnesota, or the 
delicately formed mountain 
laurel, similarly honozed b. Con- 
necticut and Pennsylvania. 

These flowers, which do much 
to signify the common bond be- 
tween our United States, grow 
int Mrs. Dunbar’s cosmopolitan 
collection together with Geor- 
gia’s Cherokee rose, zephyr 
lilies, trillium, foam flowers, col- 
umbine, wild bleeding hearts, 
gay feather, coral bells, monk’s 
hood, and dogtooth and birds’ 
foot violets. 

Mrs. Dunbar pointed out’ to 
the garden editor and his chief 
scout,. Ann Evans of Brownie 
Troop 25, the bulbous “little 
pigs” hiddegy under the arrow- 
shaped leaves of wild ginger 
which grow abundantly in Geor- 
gia’s woodlands. She also has 
jack-in-the-pulpit and In ian 
pinks. 

Another educational excursion 
took ye editor to the home of 
Mrs. Emmet R. Langley, 132 
Warren St., N. E., to see her 
home-grown orchids, the first 
she has succeeded in growing in 
her gas-heated home. The 
pseudo bulbs were shipped in os- 
munda moss from New Jersey. 

Mrs. Langley, a member of the 
Garden Division of the Kirk- 
wood Homema..ers Club, has 
many fine African violets and 
also succeeded in nurturing a 
banana tree that bore a genuine 
bunch of bananas. In her yard 
she has a grand display of Dutch 
iris, known as “Poor Man’s Or- 
childs.” Some are yellow, others 
are purple. 

Our excursions into the woods 
with the Hascall Road Horticul- 
tural Hunt Club have resulted 
in the discovery of a small patch 
of May apples with a small white 
flower sheltered by a canopy of 
umbrella-like leaves. By careful- 
ly avoiding to cut the roots, we 
were able to dig some of these 
forest flowers up and transplant 
them successfully in our own 
backyard asylum (so-called be- 
cause the neighbors doubtless 
consider us crazy for going to so 
much bother), 

By the time the Flower Show 
opens at the lunicipal Audito- 
rium May 12, w may be able 
to speak intimately of more flow- 
ers than we ever knew existed. 
For example, the calceolarias 
featured by florists are small 
replicas of the wild lady’s slip- 
per in shape, but they have 
countless blooms while the 
lady’s slipper has but one to a 
plant. 

Our efforts to describe the 
hemerocallis seem to have fallen 
short. We stiil insist they are 
shaped like day lilies, but we 
can’t begin to enumerate the 
many colors they feature. This 
week we received a telephone 
call from Mrs. Arthur Howard, 
876 Wildwood Rd., l’. E., saying 
she had been appointed state 
publicity director for the Hem- 
erocallis Society. It was Mrs. 
Howard and her equally nature- 
loving husband who guided me 
into the Georgia woods seven 
Summers ago to search for the 
colorful wild azaleas or wild hon- 
eysuckle, as some folks call 
them. They, too, have a garden 
that includes the wild as well 
as the domesticated variety of 
flowers. 

In digging up wild flowers for 
transplanting, one need only fol- 
low the same simple rules for 
transplanting small trees and 
shrubs. Avoid damaging _ the 
roots and do not expose them 
to the sun. Keep as much dirt 
around them as possible and put 
them in the ground without de- 
lay. Water them frequently and 
the results will be gratifying.

Later, while exercising 

his dogs, Louis F. Reed, Jr., picked up the letter 

and put it in his pocket.. In the afternoon he 

opened the envelope, extracted an alimony check 
for $1,650 and sent it to his bank. 

That routine, varied only by the location of 
the mailbox, had been going on every month for 
12 years. The other day, however, the Appel- 
late Division of the New York Stete courts ruled 
that the checks need continue no longer. 

The pre-divorce agreement by which Reed 
had received almost a quarter of a million dol- 
lars from a chain-store heiress was adjudged 
contrary to public policy in a decision that may 
affect many of the arrangements by which 
couples settle their financial affairs prior to the 
dissolution of a marriage. 

Reed, the son of a socially prominent New 
York attorney, was married in 1931 to Marie 
Hoffman, who had been his childhood playmate 
in Orange, N. J. Her maternal grandfather 
founded a national chain from which she and 
other heirs have received incomes estimated at 
about a million a year each. 

The Reeds separated after two years of mar- 
riage and a Reno divorce followed, but not until 
there had been considerable haggling over the 
terms. Reed said Marie had agreed to pay him 
$1,650 a month for life. 

For 12 years, during which Reed was married 
to and divorced from the former Marion Snow- 
den, another heiress, the payments continued. 
His first wife, who had since become Mrs. Charles 
Robertson, stopped them in April, 1947. When 
Reed sued in Manhattan for $28,000 arrears and 
asked the courts to compel Marie to resume her 
monthly stipend, she had an answer. 

The agreement, her lawyers argued, was 
“invalid, illegal and of no force and effect in that 
it is unconscionable, was obtained by fraud and 
violates the law and public policy.” 

Supreme Court Justice Kenneth O’Brien held 
that there was nothing wrong about the agree- 
ment and ordered Mrs. Robertson to pay up the 
back alimony and continue sending those wel- 
come letters. She appealed, however, and the 
Appellate Division reversed the decision. 

“The record in this case convinces us that 
the agreement tended to dissolve the marriage 
of the parties and to relieve the husband from 
his liability to support his wife,” the high court 
decided, although it didn’t say how it expected 
him to support a million-dollar heiress on a per- 
sonal income ef $6,000 a year. 

The general tenor of the ruling was that any 
pact which looked forward to the dissolution 
of a marriage was contrary to public policy and 
hence illegal. 

In San Francisco, Mrs. Rhua Turner’s lawyer 
was preparing to make the same sort of claim 
when her divorce suit came to trial. 

Mrs. Turner had sued William Turner, a 
$50,000-a-year engineering executive, charging 
extreme cruelty. When a hearing was held on 
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Financial 


$2,000 if they separated in a year, $4,000 if in 
two years, $6,000 if in the third year. 

The agreement expired 10 months before the 
divorce suit. Turner contended, nevertheless, 
that his liability was limited to $6,000, the 
highest figure mentioned in the pact, and con- 
siderably less than the half-share of their 
property, which she demanded. 

Whether that was justified or not, Superior 
Judge Edward Molkenbuhr said the agreement 
was no bar to temporary alimony and awarded

word for Daisy Breaux was irrepressible. 

When she started out to sell a pet idea or 
project, her salesmanship was so impressive and 
persuasive that even her rivals admitted: “She 
must have kissed the Blarney Stone.” 

Daisy may have pressed her ruby lips against 
the stone that is supposed to have the power of 
bestowing the gift of smooth, soft talk to the 
kisser. She never did go into detail on that point. 
But she could sav: 

“One of my ancestors not only kissed the 
stone; he put it into place in the great Blarney 
Casfle that he built in County Cork in 1446. That 
would be Cormac McCarthy, and my father, Cor- 
nelius McCarthy Moore Donovan ©’ Donovan, was 
descended from him.” 


PyER father had come from Ireland to settle in 
Pennsylvania, become a fiery and outspoken 
member of the state legislature, and marry 
Julia: Josephine Marr, daughter of a minister. 
Daisy was born in Philadelphia in 1864. Cor- 
nelius O’Donovan died while she was a baby. 

The widow went to New Orleans with three- 
year-old Daisy and married Gustave Breaux, 
member of an old French family and, among 
other things, 
Jockey Club. Daisy O’Donevan, without her con- 
sent, became known as Daisy Breaux; a change 
that she resented to the extent of slapping the 
faces of schoolmates who wanted to know why 
she looked Irish and had a French name. 

Possibly because of the face slappings, Daisy 
was transferred from a New Orleans school to 
a convent in Georgetown, near enough to the 
nation’s capital to provoke awe, admiration and 
ambition in her. 

“IT will live in Washington,” she promised 
herself. “I will get to know the great people 
here—even the presidents.” 

It took her a few years and a few detours 
before she fulfilled the pledge to herself. Daisy 
devoted much of the growing years to dramatics 
and - then, as she returned to New Orleans, 
shé Had ‘other studies. 

Which of the dozens of young suitors should 
she accept? She could have her choice, naturally, 
because of the wit and the beauty that prompted 
a portrait painter to term her “the joyous, 
charming Daisy Breaux.” 

Andrew Simonds of Charleston won. She

While 
Margaret was still a baby, Daisy’s husband died.

He had reason to mop it many more times 
later. Five policemen were sent to his house to 
keep back the crowds. The phone rang con- 
stantly. Mail came in by the bushelful, most of 
it from people seeking gifts or loans. The prizes 
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—The Headaches Arrive With the Gifts 


began arriving, some of which he kept, some he 
gave away and some he decided to sell. 

In the midst of it all his wife had a heart 
attack, probably brought on by excitement al- 
though it happened shortly after the income tax 
agent informed Mr. Oaks that his windfall would 
be taxed at a higher rate than his salary. 

That edict appeared to be still in effect many 
months later, when Oaks figured he had kept or 
given away prizes worth $6,450 and had sold 
the rest for $2,400—-which added up to a lot less 
than $30,500. 

The cruelest blow of all came the other day 
when his niece, Mrs. Helen Ream, sued him for 
$15,000, claiming he wouldn’t have won anything 
if she hadn't given him the title of the song that 
was being played when the phone rang. She said 
she had been invited just for that purpose and 
her uncle had agreed to give her “a fair and 
reasonable part of any award he might win.” 

Mr. Oaks, still brow-mopping, admitted she 
had helped him with the tune but denied he had 
made any agreement. 

He could console himself with the knowledge 
that he was far from unique. Other radio bounty 
programs, with the resultant 
problems of how to dispose 
of all the loot and how to pay 
the tax collector, have caused 
as much woe as they have 
elation, and houses won on 
lotteries seem to come with 
built-in grief dispensers. 

Mrs. Mary Brod won a 
$12,500 brick home “absolute- 
ly free’ at a home show in E] 
Monte, Calif., only to be buried 
under an avalanche of unex- 
pected gimmicks. 


The house, on a reinforced 
concrete foundation, had to 
be moved to a suitable high- 
priced lot which she bought 
for it. The moving cost $3,000 
and she had to put up a $2,000 
bond to guarantee it would 
pass city building restrictions, 

Then came the rest of the 
expense ——_a new foundation, 
sewer, light, water and gas 
connections, a garage, drive- 
way and landscaping. Topped 
off with a $3,000 tax on “un- 
earned income,” the home cost 
more than its original ap- 
praisal. 

“It’s taken every cent of 
our savings,” Mrs. Brod ex- 
plained, putting it on _ the 
market. “Now we can’t afford 
to live in it, and all we can 
hope for ts getting our money 
back.”’ 

When Al Birnbaum, a 27- 
year-old GI student at Colum- 
bia University, and his wife, 
Edna, won a $15,000 “dream 
house” on a 50-cent raffle 
ticket in New York, their first 
nightmare was the discovery 
that it stood on a midtown auto parking lot and_ 
was eating up $50 a day in parking charges. x 

It would cost $3,000 to move it—to a let the 
Birnbaums would have to buy first, with money 
they didn’t have. Plus charges for utility eon- 
nections and other miscellaneous costs, which 
they also couldn't finance. 

As an alternative, they could have it dis- 
mantled for $1,000, carted te a suburban storage 
location for $300, and %ater reassembled for an 
estimated $4,500. Plus the price of a lot, etc. 

Their problem appeared insoluble-——until a 
construction engineer came along and offered 
them $1,200 for their prize as it stood. They 
snapped up his offer and went back to being 
contented apartment tenants. 

James Caffrey of Wakefield, R. I., may be- 
come a symbol for the woes of the nation’s prize 
winners. He had so much difficulty in getting 
rid of a $24,000-radio bonanza for a fraction of 
its estimated value that he has received a nice 
offer for the movie rights to his troubles.

Since the way your tissues grow and main- 
tain their health depends among other factors 
on the food you eat, a well-balanced diet is espe- 
cially important in preventing and combating 
acne. Many of the victims of this skin disorder 
are “snack-eaters’’ who gulp sodas and pies in- 
stead of eating fruits, vegetables and proteins. 

Sweets, starches and fats usually cause trou- 
ble for acne patients but the matter is an indi- 
vidual reaction. A proper diet should be pre- 
scribed by a doctor.

A check-up on general health always is indi- 
cated when a person is troubled with acne.

T WAS a late October dawn. At Sportsman’s 
Park, the wind was sharp and the sunshine 
spilled out on the grass. In the gathering 

light, the Chicago race track was a place of 
sound and movement. 

The stablehands were going about their 
chores. Over on the racing strip, the horses 
were thudding through speed trials and workouts. 
The clockers were keeping the morning watch. 

Near the finish line, Francis Angel, the track 
identifier and timer, was checking the trial spins. 
For a while, it was a dreary business. Most of 
the racers were under wraps and the exercise 
runs were completed with little regard for time. 

Then a big brown horse came streaking into 
the stretch. He was moving faster than all the 
others and when he flashed under the wire 
Angel's eyes were pinned on his watch. 

“Whew!” He half whistled in amazement. 
It was a sensational workout. Here was a horse 
worth tabbing. 

Angel had never seén the horse before. He 
asked one of the trainers abéut him. 

“Oh,” answered the trainer, “he came in 
from Virginia a day or so ago. His name is 
Buster Brown. I don’t Know the owner. First 
time he’s raced here.”’ 

The identifier wanted to know more. He 
looked up the horse’s papers. Fitz H. Schnaufer, 
a rancher of Campo, Colo., was the owner. Gale 
Osborne was the trainer. 

So far, so good. 

He inquired further. He was told the horse 
had run on the Nebraska bush circuit and that 
his record there was poor. Angel was suspicious. 

For some time, reports of ringing operations 
on the bush tracks had been going around in 
racing circles. Officials of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau (the turf’s FBI) had 
heard of many betting coups at the less rigidly 
supervised race meetings. 

Spencer J. Drayton, TRPB head, had warned 
the large tracks to watch for fast horses from 
the bush tracks that might be raced under other 
horses’ names on the so-called big wheel. Angel 
passed on his suspicions to Drayton’s agents. 

The horse identifier’s book was taken to 
Buster Brown’s stall. According to the book 
markings (taken from a 1947 racing certificate), 
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Buster Brown Was 
in Good Form— 
Much Too Good, 
as it Turned Out. 
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The Big Horse 
Came Streaking 
Into the Stretch. 
The Track Timer 
Couldn’t Believe 
His Watch. 


Buster Brown had a white star on his forehead. 
The Buster Brown stabled at Sportsman’s Park 
and entered in a race on the following day, Oct. 
22, 1949, had none. 

The TRPB learned that the horse had been 
ordered scratched by the stewards at Wheeling 
Downs, Wheeling, W. Va., on Sept. 2, 1949-——-on 
account of the missing star. It was also learned 
that on Sept. 27 Schnaufer had ebtained a new 
certificate from the Jockey Club. 


The set of pictures and papers filed then did 
mot show any white star on the horse’s forehead. 

According to the application for the new cer- 
tificate, Buster Brown, a six-year-old gelding by 
Brojo and the mare Texas Miss, had bolted from 
the starting gate at the Cheyenne, Wyo., Fair. 
A large patch of skin was torn away from the 
horse’s f rehead and when the wound healed the 
white star was gone. 

The Jockey Club believed the report and 
issued the certificate. 

Angel and the TRPB men took an opposite 
view. They were now sure the Buster Brown of 
the original and second certificates were two dif- 
ferent horses. Trainer Osborne looked at the 
two sets of pictures and agreed with them, 

But Schnaufer, the owner, insisted that it was 
the same one. 

The horse was scratched and impounded. A 
24-hour guard was set up at his stall. 

The agents proceeded to Mason, Tex., where 
breeder J. W. White told them Buster Brown had 
been bought by a man named Emmet Maddox 
who sold the horse to B. G. McKee in 1946. 

At Eden, Tex., McKee said he sold the white- 
starred Buster Brown to Schnaufer for $700. He 
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t Schnaufer was very 
and on leaving his place 
Buster Browns.” 


closely resembled an unregistered théroughbred 
he had raced on the bush tracks as Brown Jug 
and iiddy. ‘e | 

He sold him at a Tucson, Ariz., auction in 
1946 and thought the buyer was a Nebraska 
horse van operator. He said Brown Jug, or Eddy, 
had a three-inch scar near the ankle of his right 
hind leg. 

The scar, exactly as he described it, was 
found on the horse at Sportsman's Park. 

On Nov. 3, McKee inspected the Buster Brown 
at Chicago and said he was NOT Buster Brown. 

On Nov. 4, the Illinois Racing Commission 
ruled Schnaufer off the turf for life and turned 
the case over to the State’s Attorney. Trainer 
Osborne was absolved of all guilt. 

It was the first ringing case in the state since 
1941 when a notorious band of swindlers cleaned 
up a fortune by running Hasty Notion under the 
name of the maiden Rapid Bone. 

The 1949 attempt was a particularly daring 
one. First, there was the missing star. Then 
Brown Jug, or Eddy, was much larger and some- 
what darker than Buster Brown. 

Yet it might have worked at that, but for a 
foolish speed trial and a sharp-eyed observer. 
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The wind was a torrent of darkness among 
the gusty trees,

The startled 
officers rushed to investigate the noise but be- 
fore they realized what had happened he was 
astride his mount and galloping off. 

It was one of the narrowest escapes in the 
fabled career of Dick Turpin, the most famous 
of all English highwaymen. The inn where it 
occurred, one of the oldest in the country, was 
visited not long ago by two historians who 
spent four years tracing the geographical and 
chronological course of the phantom footpad 
for a book** which has just been published.

The volume provides the first authentic ac- 
count of a character who created such a furore 
that Parliament was urged in 1737 to -use the 
whole British Army to surround the 60,000-acre 
Epping Forest and thus rid the country of “the 
infamous Turpin, who hath robbed in a manner 
scarce ever known before ... and is grown so 
insolent and impudent as to threaten particular 
persons, and become openly dangerous to the 
lives and fortunes of the people of England.” 

A tattered yellow page in the parish register 
of the village of Hempstead, Essex, shows that 
Richard Turpin was born there on Sept. 21, 
1705. His father, John, was a butcher who later 
became landlord of the Bell Inn, Dick’s birth- 
place, which still stands. 

When Dick was 16 he was apprenticed to a 
butcher in Whitechapel. He served his full five 
years, although he achieved some local notoriety 
as a free-spending wastrel. Later he admitted 
he had committed several minor holdups during 
this period to finance his extravagances. 

He was married, at 23, to a maid in the 
household of William Smith, whose son, James, 
was the Hempstead schoolmaster and had taught 
Dick to write. He started in business as 4 
butcher in near-by Thaxted, but high living 
soon put him heavily in debt. 

Since the surrounding country was well 
stocked with cattle and sheep, he eventually 
discovered a way to keep his shop su 


‘ without having any meat bills. But in 1733 the 


hides of two distinctively-marked steers were 
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traced to his slaughterhouse and he fled. 

For a while he hid with a band of smugglers. 
Later he decided to join a group of outlaws 
known as Gregory’s Gang, which made its head- 
quarters in Epping Forest. The gang had been 
confining itself largely to poaching, but Turpin 
had other ideas. 

“Why risk our lives for farthings,” he de- 
manded, “when many 4 gentry-¢gove around 
here has a house filled with crowns and lurries?” 

His proposal made sense to the outlaws. The 
better-class homes were usually some distance 


from other habitations, so it wasn’t difficult to 


break in, bind the occupants, search the place 
thoroughly and flee quickly with the loot. 

In one of the first places they raided, Turpin 
and his companions found £700—a sizable for- 
tune —in a secret drawer. Each success made 
them bolder and greedier. Slipping out of the 
forest every few nights, they would ride 30 or 
40 miles to some manor and be back before dawn 
with all the plunder they could carry. 

The entire countryside was becoming alarmed, 
but the real hue and cry began after a raid on 
the home of a farmer near Edgeware, Middle- 
sex, early in February, 1735. They attacked 
the maid and sat the old man down on a bed 
of coals in the fireplace because they thought 
he was hiding some of his wealth. 

A reward was offered for each of the five 
culprits and notices were posted containing their 
descriptions and the descriptions of their horses.

Dick and Tom worked the roads together 
for a while and then Turpin struck out on his 
own.

One evening in February, 1736, he halted 
a well-dressed horseman and demanded his 
money, only to be met by a hearty laugh. 

“Come, come, Brother Turpin,” the stranger 
said. “You may not recognize me but I know 
you, and I'll be glad of your company.” 

He identified himself as Bob King, another 
noted knight of the road, and the two began a 
profitable partnership. Stagecoaches instead of 
individuals attracted them now. Their hholdups 
were almost as regular as the coach schedules, 
and their booty enabled them to live like barons. 

A contemporary chronicler gave an account 
of an incident in Marylebone Gardens, a fash- 
jonable London resort:

She plans to mix 
all sorts of transportation—starting from. the 
United States by air to the Philippines and later 
transferring her recording machine and movie 
camera to mule pack or junk. 

She will visit Borneo, Siam, Burma, Indo- 
nesia, India and Tibet to record hitherto un- 
known music and film the tribal dances and 
customs of these peoples for the American 
Museum of Natural History in New York City, 
the Buffalo Museum.of Natural History and a 
group of Wellesley College alumnae who are 
sponsoring her expedition through’ the East- 
West Foundation. | 

Other expeditions have taken Mrs. Boulton, 


her camera and recording machine, to such far ° 


corners of the earth as Alaska, South Africa, 
northeast coast of Canada and Central America. 
After the Asia junket she plans to start on the 
hinterlands of South Amer:ca. 

Among her most interesting experiences, Mrs. 
Boulton counts her visit to the African bushmen. 
It was her fifth African expedition and she 
traveled down from the Belgian Congo, through 
Angola, South West Africa, Bechuanaland and 
re sands of the Kalahari Desert to Swazi- 
and, 

African bushmen are shy, little people. In 


- Stature they come. just about to Mrs. Boulton’s

“The little people apparently have very good 
taste in music,’ Mrs. Boulton reports. “Two 
bushmen got up to dance to Beethoven's 9th 
Symphony.”

N 1899, Arthur Carey had attained only the 
re_atively modest ran! of detective sergeant 

in the New York City Police Department. 
However, those native talents which were to 
advance him to the position of Inspector of the 
Homicide Squad were already apparent, and, in- 
deed, were put to a severe test in the solution of 
a particularly puzzling murder. : 

At 7 p. m. on Monday, Aug. 7, Carey, who 
was attached to the Central Office, was called to 
the W. 35th St. Rear toners of Nathan Kronman.

It was an empty hope, 
however, for shortly after midnight Annie Kron- 
man died, mute to the end. 


Te next morning, Carey and Michael were 
back at the Kronman apartment. The hus- 
band was at home, and the detectives’ first ques- 
tions concerned the circumstances under which 
he had made his discovery of the night before. 

“I came home as usual at 6,”’ Kronman de- 
clared. “I stepped inside the door and saw 
Annie. Then I called a neighbor, who sen: for 
an ambulance. When I left the house yesterday 
morning, she was alive and well!” 

As for the missing jewels, Kronman explained 
that his wife had had a passion for them, and 
from time to time he presented her with addi-

which Kronman was a partner—and ascertain if 
the husband had spent a full day there.

Y NOON Detective Michael] had returned from

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with his superiors’ action, and felt that certain 
factors in the ase were incongruous with Kron- 
man’s guilt. The prevailing view was that the 
husband, in whose background two women hov- 
ered murkily, could have reached his home from 
the dentist before 1:30, quarreled with his wife, 
and then struck her. -After Kronman left the 
apartment, taking the jewels with him as a blind, 
his wife, an hour later, might have strugeie to 
her feet, lurched toward the foyer, and fallen 
with a loud thud. 

To Carey’s way of thinking, however, Annie 
Kronman had fallen but once--when she was 
attacked. Had she dragged herself from 
one point t® another there would have been 
bloodstains to indicate her trail. But only a 
small area in the foyer bore such stains. 

Furthermore, the presence of the liquor glass 
suggested, not that Kronman, a teetotaller, had 
partaken of it, but rather that his wife, who had 
procured the bottle and replaced it in its cabinet, 
had offered a guest a drink. The most likely 
candidate for the role ef guest, the feit, 
was the tall, mustached young man at™two 
o'clock, had inquired for the Kronman apartment.

What he Jhlad demanded 
—and got—was one pickled 
pig’s foot, price 15 cents. 
As he walked out of the 
door, gun still in hand, he 
was munching it content- 
edly. 

Why a man would go to 
the trouble of holding. up 
a restaurant for a 15-cent 
pig’s foot, without even 
bothering to peek into the 
cash drawer, is what baf- 
fles police. They can un- 
derstand a thief who steals 
money, jewels, furs or 
other things of value, but 
a bandit who risks arrest 
for a seemingly silly whim 
makes no sense. 

Such baffling burglaries 
turn up periodically in one 
place or another. The light- 
fingered gents who com- 
mit such nonsensical crimes 
are invariably specialists 
who repeat the same of- 
fense time.after time—and 
they are particularly hard 
to catch because usually 
they don’t try to sell their 
loot. In fact, what they 
have stolen is frequently 
something that most peo 
ple wouldn’t take as a gift. 


® London and on the 
Continent, two other un- 
usual thieves have been at 
work within recent months. 
One stole butterflies — the 
rare kind that presumably 
would have no value ex- 


cept to natural history mu- 


seums or, possibly, private 
collectors. The thief chose 
20,000 prize specimens from 
the collection of M. Eu- 
gene le Moult, the most 
celebrated of French en- 
tomologists, who was away 
from home vacationing. 
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named Elphinstone Forest 
Gilmour, a 26-year-old Fel- 
low of the Royal Society 
of Entomologists, who had 
been a regular visitor at 
the Natural History Muse- 
um in Kensington, Eng- 
land, from which the bee- 
tles were stolen. 

In court, Gilmour pro- 
tested that he had only 
“borrowed” the bugs. At 
home he already had a col- 
lection of tens of thousands 
more, but he had an over- 
powering yen to “borrow” 
a few more. He was, he 
said, a man who never 
could resist a beetle. 


ILMOUR’S arrest re- 

minded veteran Scot- 
land Yard sleuths of an- 
other odd case a few years 
ago, when two of the 
Yard’s persistent detectives 
tracked more than 2,000 
rare butterfly specimens, 
stolen from two Austral- 
ian museums, all the way 
to England. 

The missing specimens 
were discovered in a coun- 
try home in Surrey and 
identified by their wing 
prints. The thief, Colin 
William Wyatt, a 38-year- 
old Englishman who had

Air Force, 
fessed. 

In his youth he had been 
an amateur collector of 
the beautiful insects.
